RALF-MAST. 

A large American flag was flying at half- mast 
from the cupola. At noon the front of the 
Post-Office was draped in black and white. Die- 
ter’s Hotel was also draped, and before evening 
several other buildings on the block were like- 
wise draped in token of public grief. 

Search among the ruins Tor bodies and lost 
articles was resumed at 7 o'clock by Chief-Engi- 
neer Nevins, who bad a force of thirty men at 
work. Four men were engaged in removing de- 
bris, beginning with the wall of the vestibule 
and proceeding carefully into the lobby, which 
was half dug over. Parts of human bodies were 
found here, including a heart and liver.

Nothing remained but a charred trunk almost 
divested of flesh. Part of a hoop-skirt was 
clinging to the remains, which are, therefore, 
snpposed to be these of a woman.

In the lobby 
a coat was found, in the pocket of 
which was a conductor’s badge. It was 
identified as belonging to Charles Andrews, 
who had the coat stripped from him in the 
crush.

The body of the 
woman and the fragments of other bodies were 
placed in a pine coffin, and were not removed to 
the morgue until mghtfall. 

IT 18 POSSIBLE 
thet additional bodies may yet be exhumed, 
thourh it is believed that the extent of the loss 
is fully revealed, so far as human remains can 
tell the awful story. Carbonate of lime was 
scattered over the cinders and ashes in the 
lobby. Only afew persons were admitted by 
the doorway through Flood’s alley, where the 
crowd was kept back dy policemen. 
A member of the Coroner’s jury was 
not fully assured that the galleries had not 
fallen before they were reached by the fire. He 
came back at 3 o'clock to make a private exam- 
ination. One of the floor-joists were found to 
be splintered, but the fracture appeared to be 
comparatively fresh, as if done since the fire.

About thirty-five men are at work on the 
ruins, and it is hoped that the fall extent of the 
calamity will be definitely ascertained within 
the next twenty-four hours. They have not yet 
succeeded in uncovering the dréss-circle, and it 
is therefore still uneertain how many, if any, of 


‘the spectators in it perished. 


ONE MORE BODY 
was found this morning in the parquette, and 
also two or three fragments of flesh, which may 
possibly belong either to the bodies which have 
already been removed or to others which have 
been almost totally consumed. The body was 
so charred and disfigured as to be unrecognis- 
able. It was evidently that of a woman, as a 
piece of hoop-skirt adhered to the remains. 
CLEWS TO IDENTITY. 

The articles taken from the dead have been 
deposited for identification, and are guarded by 
a number of police officers. Since 11 o'clock, 
when the articles were arranged for identifica- 
tion, they have been examined by a large num- 
ber of people.

CLAIMING THE DEAD. . 

Several bodies were claimed both at the 
Morgue and market to-day. One body, on 
which was a gold watch, was claimed by no less 
than seven persons. In the temporary Morgue 
there is quite a pile of arma, legs, and frag- 
ments of flesh. 

The Police Central Office and City Hall are 
heavily draped, and the large business establish- 
ments are putting on the habiliments of mourn- 
ing. A number of stores are closed, and on the 
doors are notices : “Closed in comse 
quence of death in the family.” 

THE INVESTIGATION. 

At the investigation which Fire-Marshal 
Keady is making John Lyons jo-day testified 
that he was in the top gallery. He first saw the 
fire through a crack in a scene on the left-hand 
side of the stage. It was quite a large fame, 
When I heard the cry of fire, my friend and 
myself ran down stairs, and I called him back 
again. and we sat down,‘ but only for a minute. 
I dropped over the banister at the head of the 
stairs, and when I got upa policeman tried te 
push me back. Several others jumped on top of 
me. The stairs were crowded then, and the 
police tried to keep the crowd back. There was 
also a crowd down ahead of me. but I met with 
no further obstruction. Not half of the people 
had got out of the gallery at the time I left. 
There was nothing te indicate the breaking of 
the stairs when I came down. The people were 
panic-stricken, and were falling on each other. 
There were very few women.”’ 

Marshal T. Bryan, who wasin the parquette, 
testified: I do not think there were six per- 
sons behind me whenI got out. I am sure 
when I got out there was not a man or woman 
in the parquette.”’ 

BIGHTY BODIES 
are still in the Morgue, and eighty-three in the 
Adams-Street Market. Parts of some of the 
corpses have crumbled, and look like heaps of 
offal. The carbolic acid is poured over them 
hourly, by order of the Board of Health. ‘The 
chloride of lime that is scattered out the 
floor and the decomposing limbs and trunks in- 
crease the offensiveness of the place. The 
Coroner made further post-mortem examina- 
tions to-day. Physicians believe that most of 
the deaths were caused by suffocation. 
A HORRIED RUMOR. 

There was a rumor this morning that the men 
digging in the ruins had come upon a new pile 
containing 200 dead and mutilated bodies. 
There was no foundation for this rumor. 

The Relief Committee is now ascertaining the 
number of surviving relatives and their condi- 
tion. At the services in the Catholic churches 
to-day, reference was made to the disaster, and 
the congregations were called upon to make 
manifest their Catholic charity, for prayers for 
the dead, and pecuniary aid for the living.

THE PRESENT QUALIFICATIONS ARE A BLANK-

The present Jury law admits all persons to be 
jurors who are 24 voters, with certain ex- 
emptions. There also a sort of “ Pope's 
bull against the comet“ issued by our Lexis 
ture, aud embodied in the statute, to the effec 
that jurors shall be of fair character, of ap- 
roved integrity, of sound ey well in- 
— and who understand English lan- 
Ponderous as these words sound, they 
are a mere blank-cartridge, for lack of an 
test by which the presence of dither o 
ualifications can be determined. 
You cannot a proposed juror whether he 
has sound judgment. To say that all voters 
should sit on juries is to connect two totally 
unconnected things together. Voting is the 
right of the voter. Trial by jury is the right of 
the litigant to the best mode of trial. Itis 
not a right in which the juror has any legal in- 
terest, as is shown by his liability to peremptory 
challenge, however fit he may be to serve. 
THE DIVERSITY OF THE PRECEDENTS. 
The jury system has, in all its history, under- 
such modifications as were deemed most 
kely to secure good juries. In certain cases in 
England, the jury consisted only of women; in 
solely of aliens; in others, it was made 
up of four gentlemen, or 8 and of twelve 
commoners; tn others, wholly of Peers; and, 
in others, wholly of clerks, or dergymen. It is 
a coincidence sufliciently unive for practical 
purposes in this State, that adult voters of fair 
character, of approved integrity, of sound judg- 
ment, well informed, ey © — the 
English language, are o, in nearly every 
ease, freehoiders to the value of $1,000, or 
househoiders paying rent for eth- 
er residence or business purposes, and 
are solvent, owniog more than they owe. If 
my man having alf the qualifications named in 
mo statute is insolvent, or not a householder 
or freeholder, his misfortunes should give hun 
me right to devote his time to mending his own 
oecuniary condition. He should not be called 
upem to serve the public as a juror. 

GIVE EFFECT TO THE PRESENT INTENT. 
These three tests do not, therefore, in spirit 
differ from the statute; but they are easily in- 
quired into on the trial, and are necessary to 
give the statute effect. Combining these three

is no more in force than as though it had 
never been enacted. The question having 
come up in the Senate on the proposed Con- 
stitutional Amendment offered by Mr. Ep- 
mounps, Vice-President Ferrr- promptly de- 
cided that none of the joint rules are in 
force. An appeal was moved by Mr. Man- 
mon, of North Carolina, and, after an ex- 
tended debate, the Senate, by a vote of 50 to 
4, sustained the decision of the presiding 
officer, eleven Democrats voting in the affirm- 
ative. This effectually settles in the nega- 
tive the pretensions of the House majority to 
the power to throw the election of President 
into their own hands. The Electoral votes 
will be opened and counted, and the result 
declared by the President of the Senate and 
he alone, just as has been the practice for 
the last eighty years. In the face of this de- 
cision the House Democrats will be power- 
less to interfere in any manner with the fair 
and lawful canvass and declaration of the 
result of the Presidential election. 


PRESIDENT HAYES AND THE SOUTH. 

The Southern States have occupied a 
prominent part in the late election for Presi- 
dent,—a much more important part than at 
auy time for half a century. Before the Re- 
bellion, the South was entitled to repre- 
sentation for only three-fifths of its 
slave population; the emancipation of 
four millions of slaves has added two- 
fifths of this number to the representative 
population of the former slaveholding States. 
To that extent the Electoral vote of the 
South has been increased since the War, as it 
also has been by the creation of the new State 
of West Virginia, thereby gaining two Sena- 
tors and two Electoral votes. Thirteen of 
these States gave their Electoral votes for 
Trin, and the Democratic party insist that 
nothing less than fraud has kept them out 
of the votes of the other three naturally 
Republican States. 

No matter what may be the final outcome 
of the Presidential election, these States will 
remain a source of national anxiety so long 
as political parties there remain substantially 
divided by the race and color of the voters. 
One of the most hopeful promises to result 
from the election of Gov. Harzsto the Presi- 
dency was that of a peaceful, national, and 
permanent change and settlement of the 
politics of the South. In his letter of ac- 
ceptance Gov. Ham pointed out to the 
Southern people the true road to peace, 
union, and prosperity, and promised them 
the aid of the General Government, so far as 
it could be extended, in securing honest and 
competent State Governments. Here is 
what he said in that letter: 

The condition of the Southern States attracts the 
attention and commands the sympathy of the whole 
Union. In their progressive recovery from the 
effects of the War their first necessity is an intelli- 
gent and honest administration of government 
which will protect all classes of citizens m their 
political and private rights. What the South most 
needs is peace, and peace depends upon the 
supremacy of the law. There can be no enduring 
peace if the constitutional rights of any portion of 
the people are habitually disregarded, 

A division of political parties resting merely 
upon sectional lines fis always unfortunate, and 
may be disastrous. The welfare of the South, 
like that of every other part of the count), de- 
pends upon the attractions it can offer to labor and 
immigration and to capital. But laborers will not 
go and capital will not be ventured where the Con- 
stitution and the laws are set at defiance, and: dis- 
traction, apprehension, and alarm take the place 
of peace-loving and law-abiding social life. The 
moral and material prosperity of the Southern 
States can be most effectually advanced by a hearty 
and generous recognition of the rights of all by 
all,—a recognition without reserve or exception. 
With: such recognition fully accorded, it will be 
practicable to promote, by the influence of all le- 
gitimate agencies of the General Government, the 
efforts of the people of those States to obtain for 
themselves the blessings of honest and capable lo- 
cal government. If elected, I shall consider it not 
only my duty, but it will be my ardent desire, to 
labor for the attainment of this end. 

We suppose it is hardly a secret that Gen. 
Hayes has never shared the extreme views 
with regard to the political control of the 
Southern States that have been held by many 
of the conspicuous leaders in the Republican 
party. In case of his election, it was well 
understood that he would incline to a more 
conciliatory and liberal Southern policy, such 
as is indicated in his letter of acceptance. 
Under that policy the system of carpet- 
bagging, sustained by military force against 
the wishes of the permanent resident 
classes, would fall into disuse, to the great 
satisfaction of the whole country. It cannot 
be denied that the policy which has been 
forced upon the Republican party, of main- 
taining & series of State Governments in ope- 
ration by orders issuing through the War 


Department, has been a source of weakness. 


to the Republican party. We 


destroyed it at the South. There is no legiti- 
mate reason why there should not be a white 
Republican party in all the Southern States 
as as in Delaware, Kentucky, Maryland, 
souri, and we never had a doubt but that 


Gov. Hayzs, during his term of office, would 
see the organization of a Republican 
party in all the Cotton States as brave and 
fearless as that which exists in North Caro- 
lina, where there is but little violence or in- 


| timidation, and where a colored man can vote 


in comparative safety. To aceomplish such 
a desirable result as this would probably 


use of troops; but, even if the loss of the 
support of such persons should be the con- 
sequence, we have no doubt the Republican 


party would survive, if not be greatly in- 


proved, by the suppression of a prominence 
which has become largely offensive to the 
country. Certain it is that Mr. Haves as 
President, in dissolving eolor-line politics at 
the South, and rallying to the support of his 
Administration the substantial and moderate 
classes of the white population, intent upon 
rebuilding the material interests in the 
South, and by restoring such peace and con- 
fidence as would invite immigration of capi- 
tal and increase production, would be doing 
more good to the whole country, and confer 
more blessings on both blacks and whites in 
the South, than all the carpet-baggers and 
political adventurers who have despoiled 
the South and made civil governments 
a mockery and a sham can accomplish 
in a century. If Gov. Hares could give a 
peace of this kind to the South,—and it can 
only be done by building up a white Repub- 
lican party in that section,—he would have 
nothing to fear from the defection of aspir- 
ing and disappointed rivals at the North, or 
the suppressed adventurers who would fall 
from place at the South. The country wants 
peace; it wants order, and tranquillity, and 
honest government, and, if to secure this 
will excite the war-cry of demagogues, the 
country will hear it with contempt and in- 
difference. 

We have never had any doubt that the 
South had more substantial and permanent 
benefit to expect from the election of Har 
than it had from that of Tupzx, If Tun 
were elected he would be powerless for any 
benefit to the South not voluntarily conced- 
ed by the Republican party. But with 
Haves as President there is a direct assur- 
ance of such a policy towards those States as 
will at once assure them honest local gov- 
ernments, administered by honest men; an 
assurance of an immediate recognition of the 
material wants of these States; the estab. 
lishment of permanent peace between the 
races; and the organization of parties on the 
basis of promoting the welfare of those 
States, with white men and colored men act- 
ing together according to judgment or inter- 
est, just as natives and foreigners 
at the North act. We repeat that 
in our judgment the South has 
in the late election voted against its own 
best interests, and against the more certain 
means of restoring peace and prosperity. 
Those States have voted against the national 
peace and national welfare so closely bound 
up with their own. Practically, the South 
has more to lose by the election of Inn 
than the North. In can be of no direct 
or permanent benefit to the South, except, 
as we have said, with the concurrence of the 
Republican party. The mere election of 
Tum would be of no serious injury to the 
Republican party; it would enable 
party to shake off some of its material whi 
of no strength or value to the party or the 
country, isan injury to both, and to get rid 
of which effectually can best, perhaps, be 
accomplished by defeat. In case of Gov. 
Hayes’ election, the line separating the past 
and the future of the party will be drawn so 
broad and so deep, and the result be so pro- 
ductive of peace and the prosperity which 
can only attend peace, that foremost and 
conspicuous in the support of the Adminis- 
tration and its policy will be the ability, and 
the wisdom, and the socialand moral 
of the best men of that Solid South which 
has struggled so zealously to elect Tien. 


THE GOVERNMENT BUDGET. 

The original purpose in a constitutional 
Government of submitting to the legislative 
body a detailed estimate of the expenses for 
the next fiscal year was to guide the legis- 
lators in determining the amount of taxes to 
be raised, and the proper distribution thereof 
among the several branches of the public 
service. The recent estimates made by the 
Departments and submitted to Congress 
would seem to indicate that this purpose is 
forgotten, for they are so largely in excess of 
what they ought to be and of the appropr’- 
ations which may be expected, that they 
seem calculated rather to confuse than to 
assist Congress in making up the appropri-: 
ations for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1878. ‘The estimates in gross are as follows:

This includes, of course, the full allow- 
ance for the sinking fund. Leaving out the 
sinking fund, the Secretary of the Treasury 
has made his estimate of the total ordinary 
expenses for the next fiscal year to be $243,- 
350,704, which is $21,000,000 less than the 
aggregate of the Department estimates, The 
net expenditures for the year ending June 
30, 1876, were $258,459,797, and the esti- 
mated expenditures for the year ending June 
30, 1877, made upon the basis of expendi- 
tures of the first quarter, will be 82.37, 628, 
753. The Department estimates for the next 
year are, therefore, $41,000,000 in excess of 
the actual expenditures for year ending 
June 30, 1876, and $63,000, in excess of 


penditure in proportion of only about one- 
half of the sum appropriated. The allow- 
ance for next year should be still smaller. 
As to the public buildings in course of con- 
struction, Chicago having gone without any 
for one year, the same rule might be ap- 
plied to other cities in turn. 

The requirements for the sinking fund for 
the next year will be $35,391,096; it is 
$33,705,806 for the current year. This 
sinking fund grows enormously under the 
provisions of the law which requires not 
merely the purchase of 1 per cent of the 
outstanding bonds, but also the application 
to the reduction of the debt of all the inter- 
est accruing on the bonds already redeemed 
for the sinking fund. The times scarcely 
warrant the carrying out of this provision, 
especially as the Government has already re- 


deemed $223,144,011 more of the debt. 


than was required in order to conform strict- 
ly to the law, from the date of its passage in 
1862 up to the present time. The scale of 
taxes should be made as low as practicable, 
but it would be much wiser to devote so 
much surplus revenue as there may be for 
some years to come in the purchase of sil- 
ver for the redemption of the fractional cur- 
rency and Government notes of small de- 
nomination up to $80,000,000 or $100,000, - 
000. This would be in compliance with the 
spirit and intention of the Sinking-Fund 
law, for the redemption and cancellation of 
the greenbacks would be the reduction of 
the national debt, of which they are a part. 
Preliminary to this course, however, would 
be the restoration of the silver dollar and 
provision for its free coinage. 

At all events, whatever the ways and 
means may be, a material reduction will be 
expected in the appropriations for the next 
fiscal year, not only below the Department 
estimates, but below the estimate of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and below the 
expenditures of last year. And this expecta- 
tion will hold good, no matter which party 
may assume the responsibility of the Gov- 
ernment for the next four years. 

THE SAFETY OF AUDIENCES. 

In the multiplicity of suggestions which 
have been made as to methods of protecting 
theatres from the danger of fire, there is 
one which should receive immediate consid- 
eration, and thatis the erection of stand- 
pipes from the street mains, four-inch pipes 
for instance, connecting with a smaller pipe 
running across the topof the stage, and per- 
forated thickly with fine holes which would 
allew a fine spray to be thrown all over the 
stage. ‘The mere turn of a wheel at the base 
ef the stand-pipes would instantly drench 
the borders and scenery, and in fact the 
whole stage, with water. Hose might also 
be connected with the stand-pipes, which 
could be used in other parts of the house. 
Another suggestion which has been made is 
timely in this connection, namely, the em- 
ployment of firemen as regular attaches of 
the theatre. If there be water convenient 
of access, appliances for its use, and intelli- 
gent firemen to work these appliances, it 
would give a feehmg of security to an audience 
which might prevent a panic, and there is no 
reason why the fire should not be extin- 
guished in its inciprency as other fires are 
extinguished by firemen. The use of the 
perforated pipe is not experimental. It has 
been tested in cotton factories and other 
large buildings in the East, and has worked 
with success, and it is comparatively inex- 
pensive. With such precautions as these 
always at hand, and a rigid enforcement of 
the laws as to meansof exit, methods of 
construction, and the use and location of 
seats, audiences would feel more secure and 
there would be less liability of panic, which 
is the primary cause of the dreadful fatality 
that has attended so many catastrophes 
in this country like that in Brooklyn. 
We have laws enough on the sub- 
ject; now let them be enforced, and 
let the public itself demand that 
they be enforced. The Mayor of Chi- 
cago has done well in ordering the Building 
Inspector to examine the theatres and pub- 
lic halls of the city ; but of what use will it 
be if, supposing that the Inspector finds de- 
fects of construction and exit and open vio- 
lations of the law, the ordinances are not rig- 
idly enforced. It has long been a notorious 
fact that several of our halls and theatres are 
unsafe, and official reports have been made 
to that effect, but what steps have been 
taken to compel the proprietors to remedy 
these defects and make their buildings as 
secure as is possible. The public itself 
should now demand that its safety must be 
regarded. If it remains silent, there is no 
prospect that property-owners will do any- 
thing, while if 1t makes the demand and ab- 
solutely refuses to patronize unsafe places 
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manner WST ow received intelligence of the 
danger which threatened him, and m.. 
good his escape; but this does not af . ube 
general result, except in so far as i: ves oc- 
casion for regret that the En!.si Govern- 
ment did not take the peut view of the 
treaty when it had Wi.sstow in custody. 
Upon the principle, “ better late than 
never,” however, there is room for congratu- 
lation that it has at last the candor to ac- 
knowledge it was wrong, and the courage to 
determine that England shall not be an aay- 
lum for felons. 

It will be remembered that when the Gov- 
ernment of the United States originally de- 
manded Wow, under the extradition 
treaty then in force, the English Govern- 
ment placed a forced interpretation upon the 
law which our own Government could not 
accept, and, rather than yield, the English 
allowed the treaty to drop and no longer 
possess any binding force, so that no crim- 
inals could be given up. The position which 
the English Government virtually took was 
that, if a prisoner were taken home upon one 
charge, he could not be tried upon any 
other, since in that case he might be arrest- 
ed upon a charge of felony and tried for a 
political offense, which would violate the 
right of asylum. The United States Gov- 
ernment on the other hand held that it had 
the right to try a man for any felony he had 
committed. For instance, a man engaged in 
embezzlement might fly from this country 
to England. Delivered up under the extra- 
dition treaty, he might be tried at home for 
embezzlement and escape conviction. If it 
should then appear that he had been engaged 
in counterfeiting, the United States claimed 
it had the right to rearrest him and try him 
for the latter offense. This point has now 
been admitted, and the English Government 
has candidly conceded that a prisoner sur- 
rendered: for one offense may, after a fair 
trial for that offense, be at once rearrested in 
the country to which he has been delivered 
up, and put on his trial for any other crime 
for which he would be liable to extradition 
under the treaty. The indications are now 
encouraging that both Governments are in 
agreement upon the terms of the treaty, 
inasmuch as the President announced 
in his message that he would soon 
make a special communication to Con- 
gress on the questions which lately 
arose with Great Britain regarding the sur- 
render of fugitive criminals.” Coincident 
with this, it was also announced in the 
cable dispatches from England that the 
Crown officers were at work amending the 
treaty of 1842. Again, it is hardly possible 
that the English Government would order 
the rearrest of criminals who had escaped 
by the failure of the treaty had not the new 
terms been accepted by our own Government. 
The new position of affairs, therefore, is 
very encouraging, and affords a well-defined 
hope that criminals will no longer find an 
asylum in England or in her colonies. Asa 
rule, the extradition treaties with the En- 
glish colonies are even more stringent than 
that with England, and the same interpreta- 
tion of the law which the Home Government 
has nqw accepted will probably also be the 
rule in the case of its colonies. 

SECRETARY MORRILL AND THE SILVER 
QUESTION, 

The conclusion reached by the Secretary 
of the Treasury relative to the restoration of 
the silver dollar to the position it always held 
prior to the law of 1873, when its coinage 
was dropped, leaving silver to be used only 
in subsidiary coins and a legal-tender to the 
amount of only $5, is stated in his report as 
follows : . 

It is respectfally submiited that the coin pay- 
ment to which the faith of the nation was pledged 
in 1869 was gold, and not silver, and that any other 
view of it, whatever technical construction, the 
language may be susceptible of, would be regarded 
as of doubtful good faith, and its probable effect 
prejudicial to the public credit. 

The reasoning by which this conclusion 
was reached is pursly sentimental, and finds 
no confirmation in law or custom. The 
Secretary says that, when the law of 1869 
was passed, pledging the national faith to 
the payment of the United States bonds in 
coin, there was a general conviction that the 
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000,000 could be saved annually in interest. 
This reasoning leaves out of account two im- 
portant probabilities. In the first place, the 
remonetization of silver m this country, and 
the resumption of specie payments which it 
would accelerate, would offset the de- 
monetization of silver in Germany, and

equally valuable as currency with gold, the 


depreciation of United States bonds, because 
payable in silver, would cease. Again, if 5 
per cent bonds payable in gold can be fund- 
ed into 4 per cent bonds payable in gold, 
then 5 per cent bonds payable in silver can 
be funded into 4 per cent bonds payable in 
silver. Thid would be precisely the situa- 
tion. Upon the restoration of the silver dol- 
lar, the outstanding bonds would be payable 


in gold and silver, instead of gold alone as 


the law now stands; then, if the money mar- 
ket permitted of funding at a low rate of in- 
be funded into new gold-and-silver bonds as 
well as the old gold bonds into mew gold 
bonds now.

of both gold and silver. The silver dollar 
means, of course, a certain amount of silver 
corresponding to the value of the gold dollar, 
estimated by the average relative values ex-

dollar. The free coinage of the 
dollar, along with the restoration .of 


silver could be restored. This we conceive a 
much fairer proposition, taking the question 
of good or bad faith, than that made by Sec- 
retary Morrrz, viz.: that $80,000,000 of 
the subsidiary silver coin be issued and be 
legal-tender to the amount of $10, which 
would give great relief to the public, who 
are suffering for a sufficient supply of small 
change ; but, in addition to that, the interest 
of the country requires free coinage of silver 
dollars, to be legal-tenders for everything. 
Nothing short of this will fill the public

THE SCARCITY OF SILVER CHANGE. 

The statements made in this column as to the 
scarcity of silver ip the country have been ques- 
tioned by the „and our recommendation that 

increase the authorized issue of silver is 
met with the argument that, as the forty odd 
millions of fractional carrency supplied all the 
nedds of the people, nothing more will be necessa- 
ry than the redemption of this paper currency in 
silver. The Tunes is astray in the fact and the 
argument. At one bank at which inouiry was 
made yesterday, the orders on hand from country 
banks for silver amounted to $12,000, of which 
only $3,000 could be protured; another bank 
bad orders for $20,000 of silver, of which they 
could fil] only $2,000; and stil] another had orders 
on hand for $100,000, on which there had been 

the first $2,000 that the bank had been 
aue to get hold of for several weeks. At the 
brokers’ offices in this city 3 per cent premium is 
charged for silver, and it is scarce at that. The 
country bankers are unanimous in their statements 
that the silver they pay out does not get into eireu - 
lation. They have had to dole it out by quarters 
and halves to their customer, and the latter, expe- 
riencing the difficulty of getting it, have naturally 
determined to keep it for the present. As a re 
sult, there is already great trouble in the country 
in making change, ahd such appeals as Have 
thercy on us and send us some chenge, are re- 
ceived daily by Chicage bankers. The argament

"Phe silver is hoarded. The fractional currency was 
always passed slong without delay.

It is idle to argue that the United States, 
with ite immense territory, ite large and poor for- 
eign population, in whom the habit of hoarding is 
inbred, and its millions of negroes, who bury 
specie by instinct, can get along with $1 apiece. 
HILLS OF LADING. 

The New York Chamber of Commerce are re- 
ported by the telegraph to have acted on the sng- 
gestion of the Chicago Board of Tude with regard 
te bills of lading. They have adopted a report 
made by the Committee on Internal Trade recom- 
mending that bille of lading be made negotiable in- 


struments, and presenting the draft of 
a bill to give them that character. This 
propose: enlargement of the legal qualities 


of a bin of lading marks an advance in the 
jaw-mercheant like that which was made when bills 
ef exchanve were declared negotiable instruments 
by act of Parliament. Law has been continually 
modified by the customs of trade, and no change is 
mors needed at the present time than this in re- 
- gard to bills of lading. One of the most disadvan- 
tageous features of the present system is, that it 
subjects any holder of a bill of lading to what- 
ever equitable defense may have existed between 
the original parties. An extreme application of 
this doctrine was exhibited in a decimon last year 
hy the Cincinnati Court of Common Pleas in the 
n @ Meixeel and Boyd against the Little Miami 
Road, that the road was not responsible for a bill 
of lading given by ite authorized agent purporting 
to be for 200 barrels of flour, when in reality only 
100 bad been shipped, and that the firm 
which had been swindled into advancing money on 
thie fraudulent bill could not recover from the 
railroad. The courts of the different States have 
differed in their rulings on this point. The United 
States Supreme Court has established the rule that 
A 2 of lading is not a security free in the hands 
an mnocent holder from defenses good be- 
u the original parties. Heavy losses have been 
— through this defective negotiability of bills 
of lading. and banks and e houses mak- 
ing advances on them have had to do so at their 
own risk. Congress has the undoubted right, un- 
der its power to regulate commerce between the 
States, to pass a law covering this subject. Cases 
like that of David Daws & Co. against the National 
Exchange Bank of .Milwaukee, of Boyd 
& Meixsel against the Little Miami Rail 
road, the Second National Bank of Tole- 
do against Walbridge, and others of the same kind, 
Show conglusively that the ruling legal doctrines 
about bill@ of lading have become obstructive of 
commerce. and that some corrective legislation is 
necessary.

Parties in the t@ade, who have watehed it closely 
for many years past. stated yesterday that the 
personnel of the inspection department is very 
much lower as a whole (in point of ability te judge 
the value of grain) and very much more uneven 
than it used to de. Hence the operation of the de- 
partment is unequal, and our inspection has gained 
a bad name in the East. The truth is, that the evil, 
while bad enough, has been considerably magnified 
in the interest of ofher cities. Our wheat 
inspection has ruled better than might have been 
expected, the grading at any named house being 
tolerably uniform: but for want of efficient su- 
pervision the standards of judgment of the In- 
spectors at different houses are several cents per 
bu apart. A few weeks ago one of our elevators 
had become so well filled that the proprietors de- 
cided to send the future arrivals to another house. 
They did so, and soon there was a how! from nu- 
merous shippers along the road because most of 
their wheat was being inspected into store as No. 
3, while it was the very same quality of wheat that 
used to inspect as No. 2. It was soon found that 
the two Inspectors concerned had widely different 
ideas in regard to the important point. What 
constitutes No. 2 wheat?” and a comparison of 
samples from the two houses resulted in the ex- 
pression of the opinion by experts that 
the No. 2 in one house was worth 7c 
per ba more than the No. 2 in the 
other. We have not heard it charged that either 
of these Inspectors is inconsistent in the use of his 
own standard. The trouble is, that each was allow. 
ed to act as interpreter of the rules. without that 
check from a su sion which should be expected 
from the heads of the departments. And it seems 
there is no use in protesting against this inequality. 
It has been made the subject of emphatic protest, 
but te no good result. 

There is no room to doubt that the barley inspec. 
tion has been much worse than that in wheat; but it is 
not so easy t locate the blame. Some dealers think 
that it rests chiefly with incompetent sub- -Inspect- 
ors, while others think it lies nearer to headquar- 
ters. But it is unden:able that during the present 
year our barley inspection was long a subject for
